or Dr. Kwicut's. ALL WHO CONTRIBUTED HAD A CLOSE PERSONAL INTEREST IN 
THE HOSPITAL. EuP IT IS WORTH NOTING, TOO, THAT EVEN THEN AS NOW CONTRI-= 
BUTIONS WERE NEEDED TO HELP MEET EXPENSES OF RUNNING THE HOSPITAL. IN 
ADDITION IT HAS BEEN NECESSARY TO RAISE SPECIAL FUNDS EACH TIME ouR HosP- 
ITAL HAS SOUGHT NEW AND BETTER QUARTERS. WE ARE NOW, AS YOU KNOW, IN OUR 
FOURTH LOCATION. JIN ORDER TO PAY FOR OUR PRESENT 6 MILLION-DOLLAR BUILD= 
rnc $1,500,000 was NEEDED OVER AND ABOVE PROCEEDS FROM THE SALE OF THE OLD 
HOSPITAL AND ITS PROPERTY aT 42nd SvReEET. THIS WAS RAISED MOST SUCCESS-~ 
FULLY BY 4 5 year "Burupinc Funp" cAMPAIGN, UNDER THE DIRECTION oF Mrs. 
Lee CORNELL, BY MEMBERS oF THE BoaRD, Dr. Pururpe D. Witson, SR., A ND 
OTHERS OF OUR MEDICAL STAFF. 


THE NEW Pusuic INFORMATION AND Funp-Rarsinc DEPARTMENT WAS ESTABLISH= 
ED In ApRrit 1955, anD IS ONE OF THE HOSPITAL'S NEWEST DEPARTMENTS. THOSE 
OF US CONNECTED WITH IT AND RESPONSIBLE FOR IT ARE FREQUENTLY ASKED JUST 
WHAT ITS ROLE IS.. SINCE IT TOUCHES UPON ALL OTHER DEPARTMENTS OF THE 
HOSPITAL, IT WAS SUGGESTED BY DR. Purure D. Wruson, SR., THAT WE ACQUAINT 
THE HOSPITAL FAMILY MORE FULLY OF OUR FUNCTIONS AND ACTIVITIES.» 


THE INITIAL FUNDS TO ESTABLISH THE HOSPITAL WERE SUBSCRIBED BY THE 
MEMBERS OF THE FIRST BoARD oF MANAGERS OF THE New York SocrETY FOR THE 
RELIEF oF THE RuPTURED AND CRIPPLED. THEY AGREED TO ASSUME RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR ITS FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR THREE YEARS. THEY DID SO WITH THE CONVICTS 
TON THAT THE HoSPITAL'sS "NATURE, OBJECT AND USEFULNESS NEED ONLY BE KNOWN, 
TO SECURE FOR IT fFHE KINDEST SYMPATHY AND PATRONAGE OF ALL CLASSES OF

crrrzens." WHILE OF CoURSE "FUNDS TO SUSTAIN THE ENTERPRISE WERE IN- 
DISPENSABLE," To QuoTE JoHN C. GREEN, THE FIRST PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD 
or MANAGERS, "THAT APPEARED NOT TO BE THE MAIN DIFFICULTY: FOR IN THIS 
CITY, SO FAMED FOR BENEVOLENCE, IT WAS BELIEVED THAT IF THE OBJECTS WERE 
SHOWN TO BE DESIRABLE AND PRACTICABLE, THE NECESSARY MEANS COULD BE 
OBTAINED.” THE ITALICS ARE OURS. THEY EMPHASIZE THE FACT THAT EVEN THEN, 
In 1065, IT WAS RECOGNIZED THAT PUBLICITY AND FUND-RAISING WERE INEXTRIC= 
ABLY LINKED AND THAT PEOPLE WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE HOSPITAL IF THEY WERE 
PROPERLY INFORMED ABoUT If, THAT IS STILL THE PHILOSOPHY UNDERLYING ALL 
OF OUR DEPARTMENT'S EFFORTS TODAY. 


Bur TODAY THE TECHNIQUES OF MAKING A HOSPITAL "KNOWN" TO PEOPLE WHO 
MIGHT WANT TO SUPPORT IT FINANCIALLY HAVE BECOME MULTIPLE AND HIGHLY 
SPECIALIZED, JUST AS HOSPITAL ADMINISTRATION HAS BECOME MORE AND MORE 
COMPLEX. S0, TOO, HAVE BECOME FUND-RAISING TECHNIQUES, SINCE THE NUMBER 
OF WORTHY INSTITUTIONS AND CAUSES COMPETING FOR CHARITABLE CONTRIBUTIONS 
IS GREATER THAN EVER BEFORE. 


AT THE SAME TIME, oUR HOSPITAL, LIKE ALL OTHER VoLunTARY Non-PRoFIT 
HOSPITALS, IS FACED WITH THE NECESSITY OF RAISING MORE MONEY THAN EVER 
BEFORE IN ORDER TO MAKE ENDS MEET, IT HAS ALWAYS BEEN OUR HosPITAaL's 
PURPOSE TO PROVIDE CARE AND TREATMENT FOR ALL WHO SEEK IT, REGARDLESS OF 
A PATIENT'S ABILITY TO PAY. In Fact, ArTICLE I OF THE CONSTITUTION READS 
AS FOLLOWS: 


"Tor OBJECTS OF THE SOCIETY ARE, TO MAINTAIN A HOSPITAL FOR THE 
TREATMENT OF IN-AND OUT=PATIENTS; TO SUPPLY SKILLFULLY CONSTRUCTED 
SURGICO=MECHANICAL APPLIANCES AND OTHER APPARATUS FOR THE CURE OF 
CRIPPLES, BOTH ADULTS AND CHILDREN, ON SUCH CONDITIONS AS WILL MAKE 
SUCH FACILITIES AVAILABLE, SO FAR AS POSSIBLE, TO THE POOREST IN THE 
CITY; AND TO DO ALL THINGS INCIDENTAL TO THE ACCOMPLISHMENT OF SUCH 
PURPOSES. " 


But ALL HOSPITALS MUST BE REIMBURSED SOMEHOW FOR CARE AND TREATMENT. 


OVER THE YEARS THE HOSPITAL'S ENDOWMENT HAS GROWN, BUT EVEN SO, 
IT CANNOT KEEP PACE WITH RISING OPERATING COSTS, AND EXPANDING CLINICS 
IN A TEACHING PROGRAM AFFILIATED WITH A GREAT MEDICAL CENTER. WE GET 
SOME FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE EACH YEAR THROUGH THE UNITED HosprtTaL FuNnD 
CAMPAIGN AND THE GREATER NEw YorK FunD, TO WHICH WE ARE ALL ASKED 
VARIOUSLY TO CONTRIBUTE. SUT THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS ALONE ARE FAR FROM 
SUFFICIENT T0 MEET OUR NEEDS. WE NOW RUN TO A SIZABLE OPERATING 
DERTCIT. 


FoR ALL THE ABOVE REASONS --' (THE PROBLEMS OF MAKING THE HOSPITAL 
KNOWN TO POTENTIAL CONTRIBUTORS, THE COMPETITION FOR CHARITABLE CON- 
TRIBUTIONS, AND THE NEED TO RAISE MORE MONEY THAN EVER BEFORE, THE 
TASK OF FUND-RAISING AND PUBLIC INFORMATION CAN NO LONGER, AS IN THE 
PAST, BE CARRIED OUT INFORMALLY AS A PART-TIME JOB BY MEMBERS OF THE 
BoaRD oF MANAGERS, THE SURGEON-IN-CHIEF OR THE DrREcTOR. JIT Now 
REQUIRES A FULL-TIME DEPARTMENT DEVOTED TO NOTHING ELSE. 
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THus THE FUBLIC INFORMATION AND FundD~RarsinG DEPARTMENT IS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR FUND©RAISING, PUBLIC RELATIONS(OTHER THAN THOSE WITHIN THE 
HOSPITAL ITSELF, WHICH ARE UNDER THE DIRECTION OF MR. HEMINWAY AND 
tHE Pupurc Revatrions DEPARTMENT) AND FOR THE SUPERVISION OF PUBLI- 
crry. THE ACTUAL PUBLICITY WORK, IN THESE DAYS OF THE EXPERT AND 
HIS PROFESSIONAL CONTACTS, IS DONE BY AN OUTSIDE AGENCY, MORNINGSTAR 
PRODUCTIONS, ESPECIALLY RETAINED FOR THIS PURPOSE. THE PuBLIcC 
INFORMATION AND FunD~RaIsiInc DEPARTMENT IS RESPONSIBLE TO Mr. Youne, 
THE Drrectror, To Dr. THompson, SurGEoN-In-CHrieEF, Dr. Pururpe D. Wruson, 
DrrecToR oF RESEARCH AND EDUCATION, AND TO THE BoaRD oF MANAGERS WHICH 
HAS ESTABLISHED A SPECIAL COMMITTEE, HEADED BY Aa VICE=PRESIDENT —« 
PRESENTLY Mrs. WaLTeR D. FLETCHER. ITS PURPOSE IS TO ESTABLISH FUND= 
RAISING, PUBLIC RELATIONS AND PUBLICITY POLICIES AND TO SUPERVISE THEIR 
EXECUTION.» 


WE CAN NQ LONGER DEPEND UPON WORD OF MOUTH ALONE T0 WIN THE HOSPITAL 
SUPPORT. NoR CAN WE DEPEND JUST UPON THE GENEROSITY OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS, THEIR FRIENDS AND FRIENDS OF THE MEDICAL STAFF AS 
IN THE DAYS OF UR. KnicHr anp Joun (,. GREEN. IT IS CONSTANTLY NECESS~ 
ARY, THROUGH MEDICAL JOURNALS, NEWSPAPERS, RADIO, TELEVISION AND LARGE= 
SCALE MAILINGS, TO ENLARGE THE HoSPITAL'S CIRCLE OF FRIENDS AND PAT= 
TIENTS BY KEEPING ITS NAME CONSTANTLY BEFORE THE PUBLIC. WE MUST 
INTERPRET AND DESCRIBE ITS WORK AND THAT OF THE NEWLY=FORMED RESEARCH 
AND EpucaTIOoN DEPARTMENT NOW UNDER THE DIRECTION OF DR, PuitrPp D. 
WILSON,SR. AND ANOTHER SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE BOARD; OF WHICH Mr. S. 
HAZARD GILLESPIE, JR. IS CURRENTLY CHAIRMAN, JIN ADDITION IT IS NECESS= 
ARY TO MAKE SPECIAL PRESENTATIONS OF OUR HOSPITAL'S NEEDS TO SOME OF 
THE MANY PHILANTHROPIC FOUNDATIONS AND FAMILY TRUSTS WHICH GIVE MONEY 
(USUALLY REFERRED TO AS "GRANTS-IN-AID") TO CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS 
AND CAUSES. THESE ARE OF COURSE MAINLY INTERESTED IN RESEARCH AND 
EDUCATION. JHE BUSINESS OF THEIR GIVING HAS HAD TO BECOME ALMOST AS 
HIGHLY ORGANIZED AS THAT OF FUND=RAISING -~ (WITNESS THE RECENT NEw 
YORKER PROFILE OF THE FoRD FOUNDATION, FOR EXAMPLE, OF WHICH OUR 
HOSPITAL IS A BENEFICIARY). ALSO, LAST YEAR, AS YOU KNOW, WE ORGAN- 
IZED THE RoyaL DanrsH BALLET BENEFIT AS ANOTHER MEANS OF ENLISTING NEW 
FRIENDS AND RAISING MORE FUNDS. THIS WAS THE HOSPITAL'S FIRST SUCH 
MAJOR AFFAIR. BuT AS FAR BACK AS THE 1920's, MR. Furicx, THE HOSPITAL 
"SUPERINTENDENT" (AS THE DIRECTOR WAS THEN CALLED) AND LATE HUSBAND OF 
Mrs. Furck oF our Nursine STAFF, ORGANIZED A NUMBER OF THEATRE BENE= 
FITS. WE HOPE SOON TO HOLD ANOTHER MAJOR BENEFIT. 


SrncE ouR DEPARTMENT HAS THE OVERALL RESPONSIBILITY FOR ALL FUND= 
RAISING, PUBLIC RELATIONS, AND PUBLICITY, WE SHOULD ACT AS A SORT OF 
"CLEARING-HOUSE”". IT IS OBVIOUS WE CANNOT DO THIS WITHOUT THE COMPLETE 
COOPERATION OF ALL OTHER DEPARTMENTS IN THE HoSprTaL. TODAY MORE THAN 
EVER FUND-RAISING AND PUBLICITY NEEDS COORDINATION OF EFFORT.

THe HosprTvaL FoR SPECIAL SURGERY IS 
PRACTICALLY JOE'S SECOND HOME, FOR HE HAS 
SPENT MANY MONTHS AT DIFFERENT PERIODS OF 
HIS LIFE UNDERGOING SURGERY FOR THE CORRECT= 
ION OF INVOLVEMENTS WHICH FOLLOWED A SEVERE 
CASE OF POLIO WHEN HE WAS 10 YEARS OF AGE. 
Now JoE IS IN HIS LATE THIRTIES AND HE STILL 
ATTENDS CLINIC FOR PERIODIC CHECK=-UPS. 


THE RECENT VISIT WITH JOE AT HIS STUDIO 
IN THE FAMILY HOME SHOWED VERY CLEARLY HOW 
COURAGE AND FORTITUDE CAN OVERCOME ALMOST ANY ODDS, AND HOW A LOVE FOR 
LIFE AND ENTHUSIASM FOR BEAUTY CAN COUNTER*BALANCE THE FRUSTRATIONS OF A 
SEVERE PHYSICAL HANDICAP, 


FOR A LIVELY BOY WHO HAD EXCELLED IN BASEBALL AS WELL AS IN HIS 
STUDIES, WHO HAD BEEN A CHOIR BOY, AND A CUB SCOUT, IT WAS HARD TO ACCEPD? 
HOME INSTRUCTION IN LIEU OF REGULAR SCHOOL. IT WAS HIS HOME INSTRUCTOR, 
HOWEVER, WHO FIRST INTERESTED JOE IN ART BY INTRODUCING HIM DURING HIS 
LAST TERM OF GRAMMAR SCHOOL TO THE DELIGHTS OF CLAY MODELING. THAT SAME 
YEAR, 1935, THE BoaRD oF EDUCATION AWARDED HIM THE M, SAMUEL STERN PRIZE 
OF TWO HUNDRED DOLLARS AND NAMED HIM THE OUTSTANDING HANDICAPPED STUDENT 
OF THE YEAR IN New York Crry. HE wAS ALSO PROVIDED WITH A VOCATIONAL 
INSTRUCTOR; THE FIRST INSTRUCTOR CONCENTRATED ON TEACHING JOE HOW TO EX- 
ECUTE BAS RELIEFS OF THE VARIOUS SAINTS. JHE SECOND VOCATIONAL TEACHER 
TAUGHT HIM ANATOMY AND DRAWING. 


IN HIS SENIOR YEAR OF HIGH SCHOOL THE BoAaRD OF EDUCATION AWARDED JOE 
ANOTHER HONOR, =~ THE LEONARDO DAVINCI AWARD WHICH ENTITLED HIM TO A TWO 
YEAR COURSE OF STUDY WITH THE OUTSTANDING SCULPTOR, ATTILIO PICCIRILLI, 
ONE OF THE WELL-KNOWN CLASSICISTS OF OUR TIMES. PICCIRILLI WAS SO ENTHU= 
SIASTIC ABOUT HIS PROMISING STUDENT THAT FOR EIGHT YEARS, LONG AFTER THE 
SCHOLARSHIP HAD EXPIRED, HE CONTINUED TO WORK WITH JOE IN HIS HOME. 


IN ORDER TO BE NEAR HIS TEACHER, THE NERI FAMILY MOVED IN 1937 TO 
THEIR PRESENT HOME IN A GROUP OF FINE OLD BROWNSTONE FRONT HOUSES IN WHAT 
IS NOW A CROWDED PART OF THE hast Bronx. PICIRRILLI'S STUDIO, WHICH 
OCCUPIED THE WHOLE BLOCK AT THAT TIME WAS ONLY A SHORT DISTANCE AWAY. 
JOE'S STUDIO WAS INTENDED TO BE THE FAMILY LIVING ROOM. IT HAS A LARGE 
WINDOW, FRONTING ON THE STREET, WHICH ONCE WAS TREE LINED, AND WHICH NOW 
ECHOES TO THE VOICES OF ROMPING CHILDREN AND SCOLDING HOUSEWIVES. THE 
STUDIO WALLS ARE COVERED WITH JOE'S PAINTING, THE CORNERS ARE FILLED WITH 
HIS SCULPTURES AND ALL AROUND ARE THE PARAPHERNALIA OF THE ARTIST, - 
PRUSHES, TUBES OF PAINT, EASELS AND PAINT STAINED FURNITURE. JIT REMINDS 
ONE OF A STUDIO IN THE LATIN QYUARTER OF PARIS, 
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JOE STARTED TO EXHIBIT IN VARIOUS ART 
GALLARIES AND EXHIBITIONS, WINNING MANY HON- 
ORABLE MENTIONS AND A NUMBER OF FIRST PRIZES. 
HIS EFFORTS ATTRACED THE ATTENTION OF LDWARD 
ALDEN JEWELL, ART CRITIC OF THE NEw York TIMES. 
MR. JEWELL WAS INSTRUMENTAL IN SECURING FOR 
HIM ANOTHER SCHOLARSHIP TO STUDY WITH WILLIAM 
ZORACH, THE CONTEMPORARY MODERN SCULPTOR. 


IN AN EFFORT TO EARN ENOUGH HONEY TO BUY 
: MATERIALS AND TO PAY FOR AN OCCASIONAL MODELs 
JOE BEGAN TO PAINT WATER COLORS, GREETING CARDS AND EVEN TO 
MAKE ARTIFICIAL FLOWERS WHICH BROUGHT HIM TWO OR THREE 
DOLLARS FOR FOUR OR FIVE DAYS OF STEADY WORK. SOMETIMES WHEN HE HAD SAVED 
ENOUGH T0 PAY FOR TWO TAXI FARES HE WOULD GO TO THE MerRopoLiTAN MusEUM 


FOR STUDY AND INSPIRATION. 


PARTLY BECAUSE SCULPTURING INVOLVES CONSIDERABLY MORE EXPENSE THAN 
PAINTING AND PARTLY BECAUSE IT WAS MORE PHYSICALLY DEMANDING, JOE TURNED 
HIS ATTENTION TO PAINTING OILS. HE SHOWED SOME OF HIS PAINTINGS AT SMALL 
EXHIBITIONS AND OCCASIONALLY HE SOLD ONE. ONE OF THE HIGHLIGHTS WAS WHEN 
HE RECEIVED A COMMISSION FROM THE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO DESIGN AND EXECUTE 
4A PORTRAIT PLAQUE IN HONOR OF ADELA IM. SmrvtH oNE OF New York'S PIONEERS IN 
THE FIELD OF EDUCATION FOR HANDICAPPED CHILDREN. THE SUBJECTS OF JOE 
NeRrI'S PAINTINGS ARE CHIEFLY TAKEN FROM LIFE AS HE SEES IT FROM HIS STUDIO 
WINDOW. HE HAS NEVER JOURNEYED BEYOND METROPOLITAN New York, SOME OF HIS 
PAINTINGS WHICH REMIND ONE OF CAPE COD AND OF PROVINCETOWN WERE PAINTED 
on Sraten ISLAND WHERE THE NERI FAMILY SPENT SEVERAL SUMMERS IN A SEA ~- 
SHORE COTTAGE. 


THe NERIS ARE A DEVOTED FAMILY. FOLLOWING THE DEATH OF THE FATHER 
In 1937, Joge'S TWO OLDER BROTHERS, JOHN AND PHILIP PUT THEIR SHOULDERS TO 
THE WHEEL; AFTER THEY MARRIED AND HAD FAMILIES OF THEIR OWN, ANNA, THE 
ONLY SISTER, ASSUMED RESPONSIBILITY FOR FINANCING THE HOUSEHOLD. AWNA IS 
NOW SECRETARY TO THE FASHION AND ADVERTISING EDITOR OF A POPULAR MAGAZINE 
JOHN, DURING THE SECOND WORLD WAR, SERVED ALMOST FOUR YEARS IN COUNTER- 
INTELLIGENCE. HE IS NOW A SALESMAN LIVING ON Long ISLAND. HE HAS A 
CHARMING LITTLE DAUGHTER WHO HAS OFTEN MODELED FOR HER UNCLE. FPHILIP Is 
AN ARTIST WHO SPECIALIZES IN THE RESTORATION OF ANTIQUE FURNITURE. MRS. 
NERI IS A GENTLE WHITE-HAIRED LADY, A TRULY DEVOTED MOTHER AND HOUSEWIFE.
